“ The Princess Roy al passed awsy 
somewhat suddenly In her sleep at 
2:10 p m. In the pretence of Prin­ 
cess Arthur of Connaught and Lady 
Maud Carnegie, who received ur­ 
gent messages at their homes in 
London when signs of heart fail­ 
ure became apparent." 
The bulletin was signed by Sir 
Russell Wilkinson, phy sician to the 
Princess Roy al, and Sir Thomas 1- 
Horder, phy sician In ordinary to 
the Prince of Wales. 
King George ordered six 
weeks 
mourning at the British court after 
his sister's death. A similar period 
of m ourning vras ordered 
a t 
the 
Norwegian court. 
The title of princess Roy al la not 
hereditary and can only b© 
con­ 
ferred by the king. It was not be­ 
lieved In court circles that It would 
be conferred upon any one 
for 
a 
considerable period of time. The 
title has been awarded traditionally 
to the king’s eldest daughter since 
the reign of George II. but the right 
of the Duchess of Fife to the title 
was confirmed by roy al warrant In 
1905. 
Princess Mara Countess of Hare- 
wood. Is tha effiest 
daughter 
of 
King George V and thus is expected 
to succeed to tho title of Princess 
Roy al.

W. T. Lambert; R. P. Mitchell, whose duties as 
superintendent of schools were assumed by Ray 
Adkinson; Sam Jemigan, who turned the af- 
fain of the sheriff's office over to Logan Jack­ 
son, and Z. B. West jr., who handed the key s 
to the suite of offices occupied 1^ the district 
attorn^ over to his former deputy , Sam Col­ 
lins. 
While there has be« i a diversity of opiniwi 
as to the proper conduct of some of the of­ 
fices by t h ^ who have held the reins for the 
various periods, there is no doubt in the minds 
of the thousands d friends of oich that each 
has endeavored to do his duty , as he saw fit, to 
the best intcrart of the county and the people 
as a whole. 
Mr. Joplin has officiated in his position for 
38 y ears, the y ears having been consecutive 
since 18^, with the exception of one period 
of four y ears, when W. G. Potter served from
